1 . Applicants' response to the office action filed on February 20, 2007 has been 
considered. 

2. The declaration under 37CFR 1.132 has been considered. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 4-7, 35-37, 39-40, 42-43, 46-49, 51-69 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a method of diagnosing myelinopathy in an 
individual comprising assaying a sample from said individual for an alteration in a 
periaxin polynucleotide, said sample comprising preiaxin (PRX) polynucleotide genomic 
DNA having two PRX alleles, wherein said periaxin polynucleotide comprises SEQ ID 
NO. 76 and wherein the presence of the alteration in both PRX alleles diagnoses said 
individual having myelinopathy. The closest prior art Guilbot et al. (Human Molecular 
Genetics, Vol. 10, No.4, 2001), teach periaxin is responsible for CMT4F, an autosomal 
recessive form of CMT disease, and Gillepsie et al. (Neuron, Vol. 12, pp. 497-508, 1994) 
teach role of periaxin in rat pheripheral nervous system however, the closest prior art 
does not teach diagnosing myelinopathy in an individual based on the association of an 
alteration in both PRX alleles of periaxin polynucleotide comprising SEQ ID No. 76 with 
the disease. Thus the instant invention was not taught or obvious over the closest prior 
art.
